any irregular Ciſterns in your Diſtrict, 
an Area mult be taken in the middle of 
every ten Inches, and where you meet

III. You are to enter into your Leidger | 
the Area of each Ciſtern, or Uting - Fat,

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IV. Aſter the Barley, or other Grain, 
is thrown; out of the Ciſtern, and be- 
fore it has lain 48 hours, you are, if 
poſſible, to take a Gauge of it, and ano- 
ther N beſogt it be put on the Kilg, 
and the Total of the beſt Gauge, after 
it is Out of the Ciſteru, is to be enter'd 
on the Floor- Column: And if that ex- 
ceed your Ciſtern-Gauge by any Frau- 
dulent Addition, you are, to Charge 
from that Gauge, due regard being had 
to the Natural growing of the Barley, 
or other Grain, between the Ciſtern and 
the, Kiln. And you are diligently. to 
ſearch, and examine what .was. the 
Occaſion” of that Encreaſe; and if, af 
ter the Sitting you find in the Couch 
or Floor,” more than what you charged 
in your former Voucher, you are to 
make a Surcharge of what you fo find 
in your next Voucher. 
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V. You are to ſurvey your Maltſters 
in your. Town once in Twenty four

Hours, and thoſe in the Country thrice 
every Week, if poſſible; and at each 


Maltſters to leave a Paper, in which 
you are to inſert the Day of the Month, 
the Hour .of the Day, and 20 Gauge, 
which will ſer ve your Maltſter inſtead of 
_ a Copy of your Gauge; and when you 
take a Gauge where you ſuſpect any 
Fraud, you are to take ſome of the 
Corn or Grain then Wetting, as near 
ro the middle of the Ciſtern as you 
can, and uſe the beſt of your Skill by 
Biting, or otherwiſe, to diſcover if any 
Alteration has been made in the Gauge 
fince you took the laſt Gauge, and allo 
you are to obſerve the Colout of the 


Liquor. 


VI. And foraſmuch as ſome Perſons 
may poſſibly from the Nature of their 
Trade have occaſion to work on Sun. 
aays, in ſuch Caſes you are to ſurvey 
on Sauday in the Evening all the Malt- 
ſters in your Town, that are at Work, 
and ſuch Maltſters in the Country 
from whom you ſuſpect Frauds. 
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VII. You are to take Care that all 
Maltſters and Makers of Malt make 
a true Entry of the Malt-Houſes, Ci- 
ſterns, &c. as the Law requires, which 
are to be entred into a Book to be 
kept for that purpoſe, and afterwards 
to be kept upon a File. And from 
time to time you are to ſearch after 
all private, or conceal'd Ciſterns, U- 
ting-Fats, or Veſſels, for the ſteeping 
of Barley, or other Grain, Rooms, 
or Places for laying of Malt; an 
upon finding any ſuch , you ſhall in- 
torm the Collector thereof, in order- to 
lay an Information for the ſame. 


VIII. You are not to depend upon 
any Maltſters ſaying that he will not 
make Malt in ſuch a time; but you 
are ſo to ſurvey him, as to be able 


to diſcover him at any time that he 
{hall work. 


IX. You are to take particular Care 
that upon each Poryey you make, you 
570 ww through the Malting-Houſe to 
c how many Floors there are, ha-

ving a careful Eye to each Parcel, to 
obſerve that there is no new Flooring 
laid between the. old ones, nor any Ad. 
ditions made by Malt brought from any 
ſecret or private Wetting, wi 


X. Lou are to make a diſtinct 
Voucher, and Abſtract for the Duty 
on Malt; in which Voucher and Ab. 
ſtrat, yo are alſo to charge all Cyder, 
Perry, Aud Mam: with the Duties gi- 
ven in tlie Act for granting the ſaid 
Duties on Malt. . 


XI. You are to charge the Duty 6f 


Four ShiVings the Hogſhead on Cyder, 
and Perry, granted by this at on 
the firſt Buyer, or Retailer tliereof; 
and you, muſt obſerve that every Per- 
fon who ſhall buy any Cyder, or 
Perry, or any Fruit to make into Cy- 
der or Perry, and {hall ſell any of the 
Cyder or Perry fo bought, or made, 
ſhall be. deemed a Retailer of Cyder 
and Perry, and ſhall be chargeable 
with the Duties of alt ſuch Cyder and 
Perry. And you are to charge all Cy- 
det and Perry in tlie Hands of a a" 
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C13 ) 
ler, with the whole Duty of 10 5s. and 
z d. whereof Four Shillings are to be 
charged in your Malt- Voucher, and 6 5. 
and 3 d. in your Exciſe-Voucher. 


Note, That if any Maltſter ſhall lay 
any Brick, Tyle, or Board, or any 
ſuch like thing in his Ciſtern, or 
Uting-Fat, thereby to hinder the Of- 
ficer from taking the true Depth, or 
Gauge thereof, it muſt be deemed an 
Alteration of ſuch Ciſtern, or Uting- 
Fat, and ſubjects ſuch Maltſter to the 
Penalty given by the ſaid Act, for 
which you are to lay an Information. 


In making your Surveys, and in do- 
ing what elle .relates to this Revenue, 
you are to follow the Inſtructions en- 
ſoin'd you in the Excifp. 
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
